H(jr dear Congressman Manage a : 

I nave discussed with Admiral Hlllenkoetter the alter- 
native provisions regarding the position of Director of Cent** 1 
Intelligence as contemplated in the unification bill. 

It is felt that the first proposal, which rovides only 
for a civilian Director, would oe unfortunate, for reasons sat 
forth below. 


The second alternative provides that the first Director 
may be appointed from the armed services, but that subsequent 
Directors shall b© appointed from civilian life, a® in the first 
proposal, this appears to place an unfortun te restriction u on 
the Presidential powers of appointment. The Preeident should be 
allowed to exercise his discretion in appointing the best available 
Director, either from civilian or military life, depending u;on the 
qualifications of personnel avail. - : hi® at tho time of sp >oint: enfc. 
The necessity of Senate confirmation of the Director would 
eliminate tho possibility of a poor selection! and the Senate in 
its discretion would probably reject appointees from the crat'd 
services if they wer« continually rotated for short tours of duty. 
Ij. at some time in the future, we were plunged into another war, 
the most qualified appointee might well be a reserve officer ®ho 
had entered on active duty from civiiun ill's. The proposed res- 
triction would, prevent his appointment by the President. Such a 
limitation would have prevented the appointment of the Director of 
tb® Office of Strategic Sorvicm; during the past war. 


The third alternative provides that the first Dimeter my 
be appointed fToa civilian or military life, but makes no provision 
for the appointment of any subsequent Director. If this alternative 
is adopted, this defect should bo corrected. 
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The provisos in the second, and third alternatives, which 
concern themselves with the relinquishment by an ap ointee from 
the armed services of his statue in such service, and provide 
further for his reinstatement in ids hr finch of service upon hi# 
removal from, or relinquishment of, the position of Director, are 
identical and would serve as an acceptable solution to the problem* 

In. addition to the above jjroposals, it night be deemed 
advisable to include a paragraph containing substantially the seme 
language as that used in Private haw 3 of the 30th Congress, (author- 
ising the ap ointment of Major General Laurence S. Kuter to the 
Interim Council of the Provisional International Civil Aviation 
Organisation), or Private A2B of the 79th Congress, (authorising 
the appointment of Lieutenant General Walter 3. Smith as Ambe.sae.dor 
to the Stolon of Soviet Socialist Republics), which would read 
substantially as follows* 

" Provided further that, in the performance of hie duties 
as Director of Cm tr-;i Intelligence , suoh appointee shall be sub- 
ject to no supervision, control, restriction, or prohibition (armed 
services or otherwise), other than would be operative with respect 
to him if he were in no way connected with the national military 
establishment or e.ny component thereof. * 

In addition, should the Director die in office, it would 
appear to be desirable to include & proviso providing the family 
of the Director, if appointed from the armed services, with the 
benefits which would normally accrue to such officer, had he re- 
mained in the armed services . 

For your possible use, there is enclosed herewith a fUg- 
gested draft Incorporating the features outlined above.

right, privilege, or benefit incident to. ©r ^rising out of 
smy such status, office, rank, or grade which he would otherwise 
be entitled dp or would be entitled to receive ted lie remained 
in the Service instead of accepting the office of Director and 
acting r-s such; 

Provider, further, that, in the ©vent of the death of the 
Director, so appointed fares the Arsed Services, while serving in 
such position, his dependents shall be entitled to such coepensstio-n 
and benefits ...a they would ha vs been entitled to had such Director 
aeintaiflsd his status in the Araod Services $ end 

Provided, further, that, in the performance of his duties 
as Director of Central Intelligence, such ap -elates shell be sub- 
ject to no supervision, control, restriction, or prohibition,
